Versatility of Nature 
When the Atlantic cable was first 
laid, a bug appeared from nowhere in 
particular, aud proceeded to eat tile 
rubber sheath.

Cost of Schools 
We are spending in t ’alifom la ap­ 
proximately $36,000,000 a year upon 
our schools, including the University, 
the normals, tile common and the higli 
schools; salaries of teachers, build­ 
ings, upkeep and so forth. 
This, up­ 
on an estimated population of 8,000,- 
000, means a per capita for the State, 
counties and cities of $12.00. 
I have not tile data for comparison 
witli all the other States. 
The data 
available as to State governments is 
far from satisfactory, 
in 1915, for 
example, the State government 
of 
California contributed 
to 
the 
local 
comm unities for the support of the 
common and tile high schools over 
$5,000,000, while that of Massachusetts 
gave only $204,879. 
It is simply a 
difference in system, the eastern com­ 
monwealth throwing practically tile 
entire burden of collection and dis­ 
tribution upon the local governments, 
while here a great part of the revenue 
is collected by the State and distrib­ 
uted to the schools. 
Accordingly, on 
a per capita basis, California would
